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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are replete with indefiniteness problems. Due to the large number of 
indefiniteness problems, some examples are noted: 

The recitations "low maintenance" (claim 1, line 1; claim 22, line 1); "relatively shallow 
depth" (claim 1, lines 2 and 6); "an arbitrarily relatively longer than wide length" (claim 1, lines 
3 and 4); "relatively narrow width" (claim 1, line 6); "stable" (claim 1, line 18); and "slow- 
release" (claim 22, line 19) are indefinite since these are relative terms and it is unclear as to 
exactly what these are supposed to be. 

It is unclear what the recitations "other non-dirt objects" (claim 1, line 8); "substantially 
functionally equivalent to" (claim 1, lines 10, 12, 18, 19; claim 20, line 3; claim 22, lines 12-14, 
24 and 27); "equivalent" (claim 1, line 14); "nearly year round" (claim 16, lines 2 and 3; claim 
17, line 2; claim 19, line 2; claim 20, line 2); "the Southeastem United States" (claim 17, line 3; 
claim 20, line 3; claim 24, line 3); and "a climatologically appropriate selection" (claim 19, line 
1) are supposed to be.

Again, the claims are replete with indefiniteness problems. Due to the large number of 
indefiniteness problems, only some examples have been noted above. AppHcant must carefully 
review all the claims to correct all indefiniteness problems. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth m this Office action.
